“ W ha t are tho essential.- of 
Christianity?” was reserved

“ A'hai Constitutes a Genuine Chris­ 
tian?” 
Following are some of the questions 
and answers: 
“ if the bibte was writ­ 
ten by man why is it called infallible?'' 
The word “ written" has two uses: an 
amanuensis m ight haye written for 
Buskin his book. ‘The Seven Lamps of 
A rchitecture,” bnt no one would call 
the amanuensis the author of the book. 
Yet literally he wrote it. 
God is the 
author of the bible, but man wrote it. 
for “ Holy men of old spoke (and wrote) 
as they were moved by the 
Holy 
Ghost.” 
No other book has such e x­ 
pressions as “ The word of the Lord by 
J e r e m ia h,” “ the word of tho Lord by 
Isaiah,” and “ tho word of the Lord 
came unto me saying” etc. 
T he bible 
claims to be an inspired book, “ the 
word of the Lord,” and its prophecies 
fulfilled and which are being fulfilled 
in our time prove it eo. 
“ Why was sin permitted to enter the 
world?” 
In a universe of free moral agents 
the question 
was sure sometime to 
arise whether the will of God was best 
and right. 
Given thinking beings and 
those permitted to choose for them ­ 
selves and the issue must inevitably 
have come. 
God m ight have met it by 
fo ce, but that would not have been an 
a iswer, but suppression, and suppres­ 
sion would always have been needed. 
If man will not lake God’s word and 
wisdom as best, he must learn by ex­ 
perience, 
So 
man is permitted to 
choose. 
God could 
not hinder him 
from doing tha t without interfering 
with his freedom. 
H e must also reap 
the results of his choice, otherwise tue 
lesson would not be learned. 
W hen 
this experim ent is over every question 
will be forever settled for this world 
and for all worlds, and 1 am glad it is 
to o c c u r i n so small a part of God s 
universe with the least possible amount 
of sutTering to his uni verse of moral 
creatures. 
“ Is the style of preaching changed, 
as we sometimes hear it ha-A’ 
Every age has its peculiar need and 
inde its satisfaction in the emphasis 
aid on some special tru th. 
T ru th is a 
sphere and wo cannot set1: all of it at 
once. 
If preaching has changed it is 
to meet the wants of the age, but the 
same gospel of God-love is heard as in 
the days of old. 
f the idea of a personal devil were 
removed from the orthodox system 
of 
religion could it stand?? 
Christiany 
does not rest on the devil but og Christ. 
Christ cam e to destory the devil 
(H e­ 
brews 2: 11) and when this 
is 
accom ­ 
plished Christianity will still abide. 
In fact the purpose of Christianity is to 
g et rid of the devil and g et as much of 
him out of men's lives 
a possible. 
Hence it has a good deal to say about 
him and ag ainst him. 
“ W ha t do you think the most impor­ 
tant tru th of the Bible?” 
“ God so 
loved the world tha t He gave His only 
begotten Son tha t whosoever believeth 
in Him m ight not perish, but have 
everlasting life. 
“ Does the Presbyterian church need 
a new creed?” 
So far as her m em ber­ 
ship is concerned she does not. 
As a 
proof of this Dr. Cryor read 
from the 
Presbyterian Digest of Law, page 307, 
these 
words: 
The 
Presbyterian 
church has ever admitted to her com­ 
munion all those who in the judgment 
of cha rity were sincere disciples of 
Jesus Christ. 
If. in some instances, 
stricter terms have been insisted on, if 
those applying for membership have 


b e e n compilled to sign pledges, it has 
been unauthorized, for nothing more is 
req uired than faith, love and obedience 
to Jesus C hrist.”

That Mastodon s Tusk 
Exhum ed—A 


Rib of The 
Beast 
Atlas 
Found. 


T h e T e l e g r a p h gave a report of 
the discovery made by John T. 
L a w ­ 
rence and P a u l McGinnis on the Dixon 
and Sterlin g river road last week and 
the unearthing of the tusks of a mas­ 
todon. 
They received directions from 
a paleontolo. 1st of the Sm ithsonian In ­ 
stitute at W ashington, as to the proper 
mode of excavating the remains in as 
perfect a state a- possible, but did not 
follow directions for the reason that 
one of the elephantine tusks was in 
such a decayed condition and had been 
so broken and separated by the roots 
of ft tree growing thru 
and 
about it. 
tha: they could not make the plaster 
of )*aris cast as proposed. 
One of the 
tusks was, however, exhumed and re­ 
moved 
in a very 
complete form by 
binding it to an iron pipe bent in the 
form of the ivory. 
It was placed in a 
safe place to dry. 
About three feet of 
a rib supposed to beion_ 
to the same 
beast was aiso found in digging up the 
tusks. 
The most complete tusk at the but 
end is twenty-two inches in circum fer­ 
ence and its length eight feet. 
Jam es 
F. M cGinnis, 
brother of one of the 
tinders, made careful calculation by 
the taper of the tusk as to its probable 
original length 
and 
believes 
that it 
must have been not far 
from eleven 
feet long. 
Judging by the sigo of the tusks they 
were carried by a very large mastodon 
or mammoth.
